TIMBER SUPPLY IS DEPLETED 


Moving the Mills to Other Region", Is 
Financially Impossible and Reliance 
on Imports of Wood From Canada 
Is Dangerous.

Washington.—-Tin* forest service of 
the deportment of njjrieultiire asserts 
that the fundi,mental ennse for the 
present shortage of newsprint paper is 
the serious depletion of the forests of 
the 
northeastern 
and

of tile pulp and paper industries. Since 
the requirement* of paper making re 
sfriet the kinds of wood than en ll be 
advantageously used in making news­ 
print, four species -spruce, hemlock, 
balsam and poplar— supplied si per

t i i red in 1017, according to the report. 
The occurrence of these species chiefly 
iii the Lake states aud New Knglaiid 
lins led to the overeentralizntion of 
the paper-making industry there, it Is 
stated. 
I' nt 11 recently, when abnormal de­ 
mands, short supplies and 
resulting 
high prices led to Increased newsprint 
production through the utilization of 
plants designed for and formerly used 
In making other kinds of paper, there 
has been no expansion In the news­ 
print Industry in the Lulled States 
since UKK!, and we have had to Im­ 
port large quantifies of pulp wood and 
paper, the report points out.

our own resources this country now is
